93 government collects the taxes it is the 


producer who finally pays. It is possible 
to free him from exactions of various kinds, 
but he is at the bottom of the heap and, like 
Atlas, supports “all else on his shoulders. 
He feeds and clothes the mass, and it is the 
fruits of his toil’ from which all toll is 
taken. Alter the laws of distribution. as 
“you may, and’ the burden will continue to 
“rest where it has rested from the beginning. 

Our Richmond friend argues eloquently, 
but not profoundly, He sympathizes deeply 
with the man who sows and reaps, but his 
sympathies ‘should not blind him to the 
verities. He talks about making somebody 
else pay the fréight. There would be no 
freight but for the producer. The con- 
sumer would get no freight nor anything 
to pay for the transportation of freight, if 
it were not for the producer. Production 
is. he base of the whole social fabric. The 
man with the hoe is the mainspring. 
Everythi: back to him, and if he 

: anal or “aitike the whole world would be 
rving in a week, 

By ‘the logic of.inescapable se he 
is compelled to shoulder every burden— 
governments, armies, navies, pensioners, 
placemen, idlers, criminals, politicians and 
even editors. Our Richmond friend is a 
tax on creative ingtintey. although he holds 
a worthy and useful Place i in the scheme of 
things. ., 

It is an honest delusion that the pro- 

~ ducer will be benefited by levying an in- 
come tax. Since the producer must furnish 
the income, he must likewise pay the tax. 

Like the tariff, the income tax. willbe 
added to interest, rents and profits, and it 
is up to the man with the hoe to foot the 
whole bill—furnish the whole caboodle 
with prevender. and garments, with golf 
sticks, automobiles and fancy corsets 
throw in. He cannot be recompensed with 
guff. Sympathy. will not lighten his load, 
nor loosen the binding cord of cireum- 
stances. In the last analysis, the cost of 
everything comes out of the product of his 
labor. 

Does our contemporary see the point?— 
Denyer Democrat. 

‘Sure we see’the point, and realize that 
it is well and ably taken; but granting that 
the producer, generally known as the 
farmer, although he is assisted by the: miner 
_and the artisan, must bear the brunt of all 
the burdens, is it not permissable to con- 
tend that those burdens can and should be 
lightened, and that a heavy income tax 
upon. the ultra rich may be one of the meth- 
ods properly used in the lightening pro- 
cess? :
